Claims 17-19 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches a fluid 
damping system comprising: the damper rod includes at least an upper orifice and a 
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lower orifice that are located between the sealing member and the piston valve to permit 
fluid flow past the piston valve by passing through the damper rod during extension of 
the damper rod out of the tube member, wherein the lower orifice is manually closable, 
and wherein the sleeve is configured to close the upper orifice upon extension such that 
further extension is limited if the lower orifice is closed and in combination with other 
elements recited.
